In line with our conversation this morning, I have reviewed 
our files relative to Rebozo and find nothing coidained therein relative 
to any prohibition from contacting Rebozo or dlvelopiii^ him as an 
♦’SAC contact, " The fSe clearly reflects, however, he is a close 
personal friend of President Nison and was well known to Mr. Hoover. 

We have never investigated Rebozo and he first came to our 
attention, according to our file, in 1953, when Mr. Tolson apparently 
tel^honically instiructed the SAC in Miami to obtain some backgibund 
information concerning Rebozo. In late 1954, the then Vice-President 
Nixon vacationed at Rebozo’s home. He 4dm been described as having • 
a good reputation, well liked, reliable and efficient. He bad some 
business dealings with former U. S. Senator Smathers and In March, 
1969, Ms real estate activities was the subject of an inquiry by the 
House Banking and Currency Committee headed by Congressman Wright 
Patman. 

In i^ril, 1969, what little information was in our files was 
furnished to the Fede:^ Home Loan Bank Board as a result of a name 
check request by that agency. In July, 1969, Mr. Hoover was in 
communication with the Attorney General ccxiceming an allegation by 
Reb^o that he was the subject of an FBI investigation. It appears the 
conversation between Mr. Hoover and the Attorssy General was based 
on a comment by Rebozo who was never able to substantiate his comment 
and no apparmit FBI investigation was conducted. Rebozo was menticnrad 
in an Interstate Transportation of Stolen Property case in Jaimaiy, 1972, 
wheq;he was the ^parent innocent purchaser of some stolen stocks. An 
effo]^ was made by the attome;^ for the insurance company to have our 
Agent^estify in a civil suit relative to the interview of Rebozo. The 
‘^bpoeaa for the Miami Agent was wiihdrawn.
